New York, September 27.—(/)— 
James W. Stewart, said by an attor-

Takes Titleless Bride Behind 


Sun Goddess’ Palace 
Scene of Short and Se- 
cret Ceremony; Foreign- 
ers Barred by Sustom. 


Tokyo, September 28 (Friday )—(?) 
The kashikodokoro, or “the place of 
awe,” the sanctuary in the imperial 
palace where the sun goddess is wor- 
shipped as the maternal ancestress of 
the imperial house of Japan was set 
as the scene for the wedding this 
morning of Yasuhito, Prince Chichi- 
bu, heir presumptive to the throne, 
and Miss Netsuko Matsudaira, daugh- 
ter of Japan’s former ambassador to 
Washington. Ten o'clock was_ the 
hour chosen for the ceremony. (This 
corresponds to 8 p. m. Thursday, east- 
‘ern standard time). 

For the first time since the estab- 
lishment of hereditary nobility in Jap- 
an, a prince of the blood imperial se- 
lected for his bride. the daughter ol 
'parents who possessed no title. 
| Te overcome this technical obstacle 
‘Miss Matsudaira was adopted by her 


‘unele, Viscount Morio Matsudaira, so 
he could act as her father at the wed- 
| ding. : 

| Father Gives Up Title. 

| ‘The bride’s own father might him- 
self have been the Viscount Matsu- 
daira but he renounced his right o 
succession in favor of his younger 
brother. They had two older broth- 
ers. but the first died and the see- 
ond was adopted into another noble 
family. 

The Matsudaira family is one of the 
oldest of feudal Japan. The direct 
‘ancestor was the Shogun LHidetada, 
second of the Tokugawa Shoguns, who 
‘Tuled Japan from 1600 to the restora- 
‘tion of the emperor in 1868. One of 
the descendants of this Shogun be- 
‘eame “daimyo” or earl -of the Aizu 
clan. one of the most powerful in 
northern Japan. When the feudal sys- 
‘tem was replaced in 1884 by the 
i'modern peerage, the grandfather of 
‘Miss Matsudaira was “daimyo” o 
l that clan and was given the _ vis- 
counter. 
‘bride. is therefore, the second to hold 
that title. 

Few to See Ceremony. 


Only a few princes and princesses

Weddings of members of Japan's im- 
-perial family are unlike any other 
roval weddings in the world. They in- 
'voke the sanction of no religious sect 
save that of which they are the cen- 
tral figures, the ancient ancestor wor- 
ship of Japan. Thus it becomes an 
intensely family affair, since the dei- 
ties who are asked to approve the 
union are their own ancestors, the 
123 emperors who have preceded Hi- 
rohito on the throne and, chief of 
all, the divine ancestress, the sun god- 
dess, Amaterasu O-Mi-Kami. 

Rites Are Antique. 

The rites which surround the wed- 
ding are of such antiquity that not 
even the most learned antiquaries of 
the court can speak confidently of 
their origin. The coStumes are those

inials of more than a thousand years 
ago.

‘‘Wm. Filene’s Sons Company, through its main store 
in Boston and its ten branch stores and shops in other 
localities in New England, is engaged in the retailing of 
clothing and accessories for men, women and children. 
The business, although thus specialized, ranks second 
in size among the retail department store enterprises 
of New England, being in my belief one of the largest, 
if not the largest, of its kind in the country.
